acceptable salt thereof or hydrophilic acetate or 
hydrophilic aldehyde, the mixture containing no 
other generally recognized as safe flavored 
alcohols.

Claim 48. (currently amended) The composition according to claim 46, 
wherein said organ i c ac i d i s polyphenol compounds are selected from the group 
consisting of ac e t i c acid, acontic acid, formic ac i d, ma li c acid, l act i c acid, 
ph e nylac e tic ac i d, c i tr i c ac i d, mand eli c acid, tartaric acid, fumaric ac i d, tann i c 
acid, hydroc i nnamic ac i d and mixtur e s th e r e of pyrocatechol , resorcinol . 
hvdroquinone. phloroglucinol. pyrogallol, hexahvdroxvbenzene. usnic acid, 
acvlpolyphenols. liqnins. anthocvans.flavones. catechols, gallic acid derivatives 
such as tannins, qallotannin. tannic acids, qallotannic acid, their derivatives, 
such as (2,5-dihvdroxvphenvOcarboxvlic and (2.5-dihvdroxvphenvD 
alkanecarboxvlic substitutions, salts, esters and amides, caffeic acid and its 
esters and amides, flavonoids such as flavone. flavonol. isoflavone. gossypetin. 
myricetin. robinetin. apigenin. morin. taxifolin. eriodictvol. naringin. rutin, 
hesperidin. troxerutin. chrvsin. tangeritin. luteolin, guercetin. fisetin. kaempferol. 
galanqin. rotenoids. aurones. flavonols. and flavonediols, extracts, such as from 
Camellia. Primula, their salts, acids, esters, oxides and ethers . 
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Claim 49. (currently amended) The composition according to claim 48, 
wherein said organ i c ac i d i s lactic ac i d polyphenol compounds comprise at least 
one gallic acid derivative . 

Claim 50. (currently amended) The composition according to claim 46 49, 
wherein said phys i olog i ca ll y acc e ptabl e sa l ts conta i n from 2 to 1 0 carbon atoms 
and ar e d e r i v e d from organic acids s ele ct e d from th e group consist i ng of ac e tic 
ac i d, acontic ac i d, form i c ac i d, ma li c acid, l actic ac i d, ph e nylac e tic ac i d, c i tr i c 
ac i d, mande l ic acid, tartaric ac i d, fumar i c acid, tann i c ac i d, hydroc i nnamic ac i d 
and m i xtur e s th e r e of gallic acid derivative is selected from the group consisting 
of tannins, gallotannin, tannic acid and oallotannic acid . 

Claim 51. (currently amended) The composition according to claim 50, 
wherein said phys i o l ogically acc e ptab le salts ar e d e r i v e d from l act i c ac i d gallic 
acid derivative is selected from the group consisting of tannins and tannic acid . 

Claim 52. (currently amended) The composition according to claim 46, 
wherein th e hydroph il ic ac e tat e i s s ele ct e d from th e group cons i sting of a lli c i n, 
tr i ac e t i n, potassium ac e tat e , sod i um ac e tat e , calcium ac e tat e and m i xtur e s 
th e r e of said polyphenol compounds comprise at least one flavonoid . 

Claim 53. (currently amended) The composition according to claim 46 52. 
wherein hydroph il ic a l d e hyd e i s s ele ct e d from th e group consist i ng of furfurol, 
prop e nic ald e hyd e and van illi n the at least one flavonoid is selected from the 
group consisting of flavone. flavonol, isoflavone, gossypetin, mvricetin. robinetin, 
apigenin. morin. taxifolin. eriodictvol. narinoen. rutin, hesperidin, troxerutin. 
chrvsin, tangeritin, luteolin, catechols, guercetin, fisetin, kaempferol, galangin, 
rotenoids. aurones, flavonols and flavonediols .

Claim 56. (currently amended) The composition according to claim 46 55, 
wherein mixtur e (A) additiona l ly conta i ns at le ast one e ss e nt i a l o il the extract is 
derived from Camellia. Primula . 

Claim 57. (currently amended) The composition according to claim 46, 
wh e r e in m i xtur e (D) add i t i ona l ly contains at l e ast on e e ss e nt i a l o il which contains 
from 0.01 to 99% by weight of polyphenol compounds . 

Claim 58. (currently amended) The composition according to claim 46, 
which contains from 0.01% 0.1% to 90% by weight, of g e nera ll y r e cogn i z e d as 
saf e flavoring ag e nts polyphenol compounds . 

Claim 59. (currently amended) The composition according to claim 46, 
wherein the polyphenol compounds i n mixture (D) are selected from the group 
consisting of pyrocatechol, resorcinol, hydroquinone, phloroglucinol, pyrogallol, 
hexahydroxybenzene, usnicacid, acylpolyphenols, lignins, anthocyans,flavones, 
catechols, gallic acid derivatives (such as tannins, gallotannin, tannic acids, 
gallotannic acids), their derivatives (such as (2,5-dihydroxyphenyl)carboxylicand 
(2, 5-dihydroxyphenyl)alkanecarboxylic substitutions, salts, esters and amides), 
caffeic acid and its esters and amides, flavonoids, polyphenol derivatives, and 
extracts from Camellia, Primula. 

Claim 60. (currently amended) The composition according to claim 46, 
wherein said mixture (B) contains from 0.01% to 25% 50% by weight, of said 
additional g e n e ra ll y r e cogniz e d as saf e f l avor i ng ag e nts lactic acid . 
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Claim 61 . (previously presented) The composition according to claim 46, 
wherein said composition consists of generally recognized as safe flavoring 
agents. 

Claim 62. (currently amended) The composition according to claim 46, 
wherein said composit i on — add i tiona ll y — conta i ns — e mulsifi e rs, — stabi l iz e rs, 
ant i ox i dants, pr e s e rvat i v e s, so l v e nts and/or carri e rs mixture contains from 0. 1 % 
to 90% by weight of a polyphenol selected from the group consisting of tannins 
and tannic acid and 0.1 to 30% by weight lactic acid . 

Claim 63. (previously presented) A microbially perishable product 
containing the antimicrobial composition of claim 46. 

Claim 64. (currently amended) An antimicrobial composition comprising 
consisting essentially of : 

(A) a mixture fr ee of po l yph e no l compounds and 
b e nzy l a l coho l , said mixtur e comprising at l e ast 
two g e n e ra ll y r e cogn i z e d — as saf e f l avor i ng 
ag e nts, includ i ng l actic ac i d and at le ast two 
li poph il ic a l coho li c g e n e ra ll y r e cogn i z e d as saf e 
f l avor i ng ag e nts wh i ch ar e — s e l e ct e d from th e 
group cons i st i ng of n - buty l a l coho l , i so - butyl 
a l coho l , — L - m e ntho l , — octy l- alcohol, — c i nnamyl 
alcoho l , a - m e nthy l b e nzy l , alcoho l , h e ptyl a l coho l , 
n-amyl a l coho l , i so - amy l alcoho l , an i sic alcoho l , 
c i tron el lo l , d e cy l a l coho l , g e ran i o l , p - y - h e x e no l , 
l aury l alcoho l , li na l ool, n e ro l idol, nonadi e no l , 
nonyl alcoho l , rhod i no l , t e rp i n e o l , born e o l , c li n e o l ,

oil selected from the group consisting of oils or 
extracts having a high content of phenols: 
origanum, thyme, rosemary, orange, fennel, 
camphor, mandarin, anise, cascarilla. estragon 
and pimento , the mixture containing no other 
generally recognized as safe flavored alcohols 

Claim 65. (currently amended) The composition according to claim 34, 
wherein said m i xtur e (A) a l so compris e s at least one essential oil is anise . 

Claim 66. (previously presented) A microbially perishable product 
containing the antimicrobial composition of claim 64. 

Claim 67. (currently amended) An antimicrobial composition compr i sing 
consisting essentially of : 

(A) a mixtur e fr ee of polyph e no l compounds and 
b e nzy l a l coho l , said m i xtur e compr i s i ng at le ast 
two g e n e ra l ly r e cogn i z e d as saf e f l avor i ng 
ag e nts, inc l ud i ng at le ast on e hydroph il ic non - 
alcoholic g e n e ral l y r e cogniz e d as saf e flavoring 
ag e nt, — wh i ch — compr i s e s — an — organ i c — aetd 
conta i ning — from — 1 — to — 15 carbon atoms or 
physio l og i ca l ly — acc e ptab le — saft — th e r e of — or 
hydrophil i c ac e tate or hydrophi li c a l d e hyd e and 
compris e s — at — teast — two — lipoph i lic — alcoho l ic 
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g e n e ral l y r e cogn i z e d as saf e flavor i ng ag e nts 
s e l e ct e d from th e group consisting of n - buty l 
a l coho l , — i so - buty l — alcoho l , — L - m e ntho l , — octy l- 
alcoho l , — c i nnamyl — a l coho l , — a - m e nthy l b e nzy l ,

(B)-a mixture compr i sing a free of benzyl alcohol 
and consisting essentially of at least one 
generally recognized as safe flavoring agent 
selected from th e group cons i st i ng of b e nzy l 
alcoho l — afrd polyphenol compounds, and 
comprising lactic acid and at least one phenol 
compound selected from the group consisting of 
thymol, methvleugenol, acetvleugenol. safrol, 
eugenol. isoeugenol. anethole, phenol, 
methvlchavicol (estragol: 3-(4-methoxyphenvl)-1- 
propene). carvacrol, g-bisabolol, fornesol, anisole 
(methoxvbenzene), and propenvlguaethol (5- 
propenyl-2-ethoxvphenol) . the mixture containing 
no other generally recognized as safe flavored 
alcohols. 



Claim 68. (currently amended) The composition according to claim 67, 
wherein said mixtur e (B) a l so compr i s e s at le ast on e e ss e nt i a l oi l at least one 
phenol compound is selected from the group consisting of thymol, 
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methvleuqenol, estraqol, carvacrol, oc-bisabolol, fornesol, anisole and 
propenvlquaethol . 

Claim 69. (new) The composition according to claim 68, wherein said at 
least one phenol compound is selected from the group consisting of thymol, 
eugenol, carvacrol, anethole, phenol and anisole. 

Claim 70. (new) The composition according to claim 69, wherein said at 
least one phenol compound is thymol. 
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
